Mr. Buhler was born in Switzer¬ 
land June 21, 1884. At the age of 
eight he came to tht United States 
with his family who were converts 
to the Church of Jesus Christ of 
Ratter Day Saints. 

He married Jane McGhel of Cotton 
wood Canyon, Utah on December 22 
1891. In 1901 they moved to Ray¬ 
mond, Alberta where they operated 
a farm for 28 years. 

In 1931 they moved to Pleasant 
Grove, Utah where they have resided 
since. 

Mr. Buhler was the lather of 13 
children, 9 of whom are living. The 
following c hildren survive: his wife, 
Jennie Bone. Ethel Miller, Mngraih; 
Emily Cassillas, Nellie Baker of Cal¬ 
ifornia, Arid of British Columbia, 
Clessan in South America, Bertie 
of Portland, Clarence in Alaska, Edra 
in Utah., twenty seven grandchildren 
and ninteen great s grandchildren.

A new painkiller six times more 
powerful than piorphine has been 
produced by chfmists of Glaxo Rab- 
oritorles, Oreenfprd, England. Hep- 
talgin, which is tjhe name of the drug 
can act within ji lew moments and 
raiely takes mqre than a half-hour 
while its pain relieving effects last 
from at least tjiree to four hours. 
Swallowed in tablet form or given 
as an injection, it attacks the seat 
of pain without producing drowsiness 
or a feeling of depression. While it 
is too early yet to say with certain¬ 
ty that Heptalgirt is in no way habit 
forming, it has been established that 
addetion to this drug is certainly 
less likely to occur than with other 
analgesics. In trials carried out so 
far on patients, the drug has given 

quick relief in rheumatic complaint,

I ll venture a guass there 
is scarcely a home in the whole 
coutry where at least one of them 
hasn’t been made this past holiday 
week 

We are lacing a brand New Year. 
Lets take a few momenta to plan 
ways to solve these problems, and 
make our present kitchen more effi¬ 
ciently workable. 

Operation Kitchen

And in doing this the average 
homemaker spends much more time 
and physical and nervous energy 
than is necessary.

Frying Fans 

Where do you keep the frying 
pans? in the oven I'll bet. II youl 
kitchen is small. And where are tut 
potato masher, the meat mallet the 
egg beater? All mixed up in me 
utensil drawer? For goodness sake, 
spend a bit more money foi .omt 
open shelves, put in some hooks and 
hang up the frying pans and s tall 
cooking utensils where you can eas¬ 
ily reach them Get a high ki hen 
stool with a back, and learn to worn 
sitting instead of standing -it takes 
much less energy.
